PANAMA. 

-Reports from Colon — Inspection of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Mohr reports, July 16 and 19, as follows: 

During the week ended July 30, 1904, the following-named vessels 
cleared for ports in the United States: 

British steamship Louisianian for New Orleans, via Jamaica and 
Mexican ports, July 26, with 46 crew and 39 passengers. 

American steamship Seguranca for New York, July 27, with 70 
crew and 58 passengers. 

British barkentine Gallovidian for Pascagoula, July 29, with 8 crew 
and no passengers. 

Norwegian steamship Preston for New Orleans, via Limon, July 29, 
with 30 crew and no passengers. 

Mortuary statistics of Colon, July, 1904 — Yellow fever at Ancon. 

Total number of deaths during the month, 31, from the following 
causes: Fevers, not specified, 8; pernicious fever, 1; dysentery, 1; 
pneumonia, 1; tuberculosis, 1; croup, 1; convulsions, 1; hemorrhage, 
1; worms, 5; dropsy, 2; senility, 1; stillbirths, 3; cause not given, 5. 

Of these, there were foreign whites, 1; West Indian and other ne- 
groes, 15; natives of Panama, 14; Chinese, 1. 

The ages ranged as follows: Under 1 year, 5; from 1 to 5 years, 5; 
from 5 to 10 years, 1; from 20 to 30 years, 2; from 30 to 40 years, 4; 
from 40 to 50 years, 3; from 50 to 60 years, 4; 60 years and over, 7. 
At an estimated population of 6,000 — the official estimate is 8,000, which 
is too high — this would give an annual death rate of 62 per 1,000. 

I submit copy of a communication received from Assistant Surgeon 
Pierce, Panama, in which he reports the occurrence of another case of 
yellow fever. 

IXCLOSURE. 

Ancon, Canal Zone, August 1, 1904. 
There is at present one case of yellow fever isolated at the hospital 
in Ancon. The patient is a Spaniard who came to Panama from 
Europe via Colon early in July. He was taken sick in the Gran 
Hotel (Spanish) near the plaza Santa Ana in this city. The building 
has been disinfected.

At the request of the agent I inspected the crew and passengers and 
countersigned the United States consular bill of health for the Ger- 
man steamship Hungaria, bound to Limon, thence to Colon. She had 
12 passengers for Colon; 11 were furnished health certificates, 1 did 
not apply for certificate. The American schooner Intrepid is in the 
local trade to Colon; passengers were furnished health certificates. 



PERSIA. 

Report from Teheran — Cholera epidemic. 

Vice-Consul-General Tyler reports, June 16, as follows: 

Cholera still prevails in Teheran and villages, although I am told 
with diminished violence. In Koom, Sultanabad, Hamadan and neigh- 
boring districts it continues to claim daily a good many victims, but 
as there was a decrease in the temperature last night, which was cooler 
than we have had it for some time past, we may expect conditions 
more favorable for its departure. The rooms in the legation and in 
my own house, both of which are comparatively cool, have an average 
during the day of about 80°. 

Sunday, the 9th instant, had, I believe, the heaviest list of cases since 
the beginning. It probably reached between 400 and 500 during the 
twenty-four hours. 

The only statistics we are able to procure are such as are- supplied 
by the morgues or washhouses where the bodies are prepared for 
interment, but these figures do not represent the whole mortality, for 
where relatives have convenience and the means for making purifica- 
tion the preparation is made at home, and this is especially the case 
with women and children. 

The city still remains under the influence of the panic, although the 
villages and summer resorts have given quite as large a percentage of 
fatal cases as the city. 

There are not wanting symptoms that the epidemic is exhausting 
itself preparaton' to its final disappearance. 

PERU. 

Reports from Callao — Plague conditions — Measures against rats. 

Assistant Surgeon Lloyd reports, July 12 and 14, as follows: During 
the week ended July 9 there were 4 new cases of plague in Lima, 
with 2 deaths. Seven patients were discharged as recovered. 
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
